Show Sharp Decline 
Under Figures of

ASHINGTON, July 14. 
—Further evidence of 

the results of the American 
conservation campaign to 
break the British rubber con- 


trol was revealed today in 
statistics showing the import 
of crude rubber by the United 


States during June. 

Imports of 24,914 long tons of 
crude rubber last month repre- 
sent the smallest quantity brought 
into this country since February, 
1925, when American manufactur- 
ers took 24,696 long tons, valued 
at $18,532,115, as against a total 


value of $34,737,000 for last 
month. 
Last month’s imports show a 


decrease of about 5,000 tons over 
May, when the United States im- 
ported 29,757 tons. The average. 
Import price for June was 62.24 
cents a pound, as compared with 
55.35 cents in May and 33.5 cents 
in February, 1925. 

The highest import price paid 
this year was 79.78 cents in Feb- 
ruary. The price was 76.36 cents 
in January, 74.76 cents in March 
and 62.99 in April, according to 
figures made public today by the 
rubber division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce.

Representative Parker of New 
York, chairman of the House 
Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce, today told the Automotive 
Daily News that he plans to open 
up the whole subject of general 
regulation at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 


Contemporaneously with his 
{plan the Interstate Commerce 
}Commission will begin its investi- 


gation at a hearing scheduled to 
be held in Chicago on July 27. The 
jinvestigation was instituted by the 


commission on its own initiative to 


examine into the situation as to 
regulation of motor buses and 
| trucks engaged in interstate 
traffic.

Detroit, July 14.—Sales of J. I. 
Case Threshing Machine Com- 
pany in the first half of 1926 
were well ahead of the corres- 
ponding period last year, which 
in turn had shown an increase 
over the 1924 period.

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Tire Price Cuts for 
Canada Predicted 
By Manufacturers 


Montreal, July 14.—With a re- 
duction of automobile tire prices 
in the United States ranging 
from 10 to 20 per cent., a corre- 
sponding drop in the price on 
this side of the border can be 
confidently expected, according 
to Montreal tire manufacturers. 
The drop in the price of crude 
rubber amounting to almost 75 
per cent. in the past six months, 
coupled with the ‘general ten- 
dency for lower prices this fall, 
is given as further reason for this 
belief. 

Past experience has shown that 
Canadian prices fluctuate with 
United States tire prices, and, 
while there may be a difference in 
degree of fluctuation, the tendency 
has always been in the same direc- 
tion, lecal tire men state. Some 
feel that it is unlikely that the 
Canadian reduction will-amount to 
more than 6 per cent. The ex- 
pected difference is partly attrib- 
uted to overproduction in the 
United States, and the. efforts of 
American manufacturers to unload 
their surplus stocks before winter. 

“Compared with the American 
prices of tires our prices have been 

very favorable,” stated A. Doid, 
general manager of the Gutta Per- 
cha Company. “American and 
Canadian price tendencies have al- 
ways followed one another pretty 
closely, and it is possible that the 
present reduction in the United 
States Avill have its reflection on 
this market. The prices existing at 
present for tires are not excessive 
considering the costs of production 
and raw material. The manufac- 
turers have never got from the re- 
tail tradee what they should have 
received. There is one thing of 
which I am confident, and that is, 
the reduction in Canada wil! not 
amount to anything like 25 per 
ecent., as has been hinted.” 

E. C. Leroux, of the Lee Punc- 
ture Proof Tire Company, said that 
in his opinion there would be a 
reduction in Canada to correspond 
to the drop in tire prices in the 
States. 

Dispatches from Toronto indicate 
that head office managers’ there 
are expecting tire price reductions. 
“There will be a reduction in the 
price of tires,’”’ C. H. Carlisle, gen- 
eral manager of the Goodyear 
Rubber and Tire Company of Can- 
ada said, according to these tele- 
grams.

“Overdriving” 


RITISH manufacturers of small cars are just now con- 

ducting a campaign against the practice of “overdriv- 
ing”’ these light vehicles, which have obvious limits of endur- 
ance. It is claimed that many owners of small cars drive for 
hours at a time at maximum or nearly maximum speed. The 
result is inevitable—premature failure of the mechanism. 

This habit of overloading and overdriving the small 
car is not confined to England. We find the same thing 
in this country. The reason that big cars wear so well 
is that they are generally driven well within their speed 
limits. The owner who has a big car capable of making 
sixty miles an hour will seldom use that speed, but the 
small car owner with a vehicle capable of making forty- 
five miles an hour will keep his bus at nearly its mazi- 
mum speed for hours on end. It is a bad habit and one 
that automobile dealers should warn against.
